JPor a walkover in any race a horse shall only 
be entitled to his own entrance teo and nuarte 
of the entrance lecelved from the other entries 
for said purse , and a horso winning a race en- 
titled to first money only, except when dis 
tancing tho field, then entitled to first and 
third moneys only. 
A horso wins but one 
money under any other circumstances.

start in a raco until sdch ban is lifted or satis- 
fied.

THE COLORADO PE.AN. 


The following description of the 


method of treating ore a at Golden, 


olorado, is given by the Denver Jour- 


nal of Commerce: 


The ore is crushed by Cornish rolla 


and a Blake crusher, which have a 
capacity of from fifty to sixty tons per 
day. 
From the ore-house the crushed 


ore is dropped down through shutes to 
.he calcining department below. 
Ores 


which contain zinc, sulphur and anti- 
mony are roasted in the calcmers, of 
which there are five at present. 
In 


these calcining furnaces the sulphur in 
these ores is expelled, after which the 
ores are removed to the smelting de- 
partment. In these furnaces the ore is 
melted to a liquid state, and the copper, 
jold and silver, being the heaviest parts 
of the ore, sink to the bottom, and the 
slag, or worthless residue remains on 
top and is shimmed off. 
The gold, sil- 


ver and copper, or matte, which is 
obtained from the smelting, is then 
crushed until it will pass through a 
screen, whose meshes are eighty to the 
square inch. 
The matte is now as fine 


as flour. It is taken to the refining 
furnace and here again roasted. 
After 


this roasting the matte i* ready for the 
leaching tubs, and here, to the stranger, 
is the very interesting part of the works.

TOB1HAJDOES. 


Scientifically Accounted for, 
and 


Home Bemote Cannes tUut 
Pro- 


duce Potufnl Results Explained. 


Tho following synopsis of a lecture 


delivered by Dr. Horace R. Hamilton 
before the New York society for the 
promotion of science, contains so much 
,hat is timely and important that it can 


read with both interest and profit: 
There ia probably no subject of mod- 


ern times that has caused and is causing 
greater attention than the origin of tor- 
nadoes. 
Scientists have studied it for 


the benefit of humanity; men have in- 
vestigated it for the welfare of their 
families. It has been a vexed subject 
ong considered, and through all this 
investigation the cyclone has swept 
across the land carrying destruction to 
scientists as well as the innooqnt dwell- 
ers .in its track. One thing, however, 
is certain; the cause of the cyclone must 
be sought far away from the whirling 
body Of wind itself. 
Its results are 


powerful. 
Let us therefore consider a 


few facts. First the appearance of a cy- 
clone is invariably preceded by dark 
spots upon the face of the sun. 
These 


spots, indicate a disturbed condition of 
the solar regions, necessarily affect the 
atmosphere of our earth. 
An unusual 


generation of heat in one part of the 
atmosphere is certain to cause a partial 
vacuum iu another portion. Hence the 
disturbances—hence the cyclone. This 
theory finds additional confirmation in 
the fact that tornadoes come during the 
day and not at night. 
The dark spots 


upon the surface of the sun, whatever 
they may be, seem to cause great com- 
motion in the atmosphere of the world, 
and it is almost certain that the extremly 
wet weather of the present season can 
be accounted for on precisely this basis. 
Is it reasonable to suppose that the 
marvelous affect of tho sun upon vege- 
tation aud life ia general shall be less 
tuna upon the atmosphere itself through 
which its rays come? The cause is re- 
mote, bat the effect is here. 


After describing some of the terrible 


effects of the cyclone, the speaker went 
on to say :•— 


This rule finds its application in 


nearly every department of life. 
An 


operator is in San Francisco—-the click 
of the instrument manipulated by his 
fingers, in Now York. The President 
mukos a slight stroke of the pen in his 
atudy at the White House, and the 
whole nation is aroused by the act. An 
uneasiness and disgust with everything 
in life, commonly culled home-sickness, 
is feit by many people, when the cause 
18 to be found in the distant home 
thousands of miles away.

It 


is repeated in other parts of the body.

Republican State Convention, held at 
Harrisburg, and reported a resolution 
indorsing the administration of Presi- 
dent Arthur. 
In conversation yester- 


day, he said it was surprising to'what 
extent President Arthur was growing in 
popular estimation in 
Pennsylvania, 


and ho particularly noticed the cordial 
approval of the commendatory resolu- 
tions received from all the delegates to 
the Convention1 Since the adjourn- 
ment of ths Convention he had met 
many prominent Republicans in his 
travels through the State, and the senti- 
ment was the same everywhere. He 
said that Aithur was growing in popu- 
larity, and his 
administiatiou com- 


mended itself to the warmest approval 
of his fellow citizens. White said, with 
confidence, that with this popularity it 
would be easy to predict who would be 
the nominee of the next National Re- 
publican Convention. It is already said 
of Arthur what was never said of his 
predecessors, who were Vice Presidents, 
that the wisdom of his administration 
promises to disarm political opposition, 
increase the confidence ol his friendi 
and multiply tho advocates for his con 
tinuance in the Presidential chair, a 
fact which General White cites ns cer- 
tain evidence of the success of the Re- 
publican party in Pennsylvania at the 
Fall election, and the election next year 
of a majority of the Republican electors.
